"Don't get burned. Use cover."

The second is that a property 


owner must get one per cent a 
month on his investment, as rent, 
to show that the average vet can 
afford to rent only a $5000 house 
—or, ignoring a number of com- 
plications, to pay only about $5000 
for a house for himself.

housing program "for veterans 
only" ran into a stone wall which 
is resulting in the slowdown re- 
ported from all over the country.

Rest treatment should bo started 


as soon as tuberculosis of the lung 
is discovered. Although streptom- 
ycin is of value in certain forms of 
tuberculosis, the best results in the 
average patient follow rest treat- 
ment. 


When tuberculosis germs are in- 


haled, into the lungs of susceptible 
persons, they lodge in the tissue 
and start to multiply. Surrounding 
lung tissue becomes inflamed and 
in some cases destroyed, resulting 
in .a hole (cavity) which can be 
seen by X-ray. In other cases the 
infection jjrp'duces dense scar tis- 
sue,. .

;'Constant "movement of the lungs 
in breathing interferes with healing. 
If the patient goes to bed, this re- 
duces the amount Of lung move- 
ment to a certain extent, but usu- 
ally, it is necessary to splint the 
lung to keep it quiet. This" is done 
by injecting air between the luiVg 
and under surface o f the 
chest 
wall. 


The air which is injected is slow- 


ly absorbed so that the injection 
must be repeated. If adhesions are 
present between the lung and chest 
wall they may be divided to allow 
the lung to collapse. After the lung 
has been kept quiet for some time, 
it is allowed to expand. 


Operation Possible 
If tuberculosis infection is locat- 
ed mainly in one lung and if air 
injections are not successful, an op- 
eration can be performed. A sec- 
tion of the chest wall is removed 
under anesthesia so that the chest 
cavity is permanently reduced in 
size. Patients do not have any dif- 
ficulty with breathing as the oppo-

Rest treatment should bo started 


as soon as tuberculosis of the lung 
is discovered. Although streptom- 
ycin is of value in certain forms of 
tuberculosis, the best results in the 
average patient follow rest treat- 
ment. 


When tuberculosis germs are in- 


haled, into the lungs of susceptible 
persons, they lodge in the tissue 
and start to multiply. Surrounding 
lung tissue becomes inflamed and 
in some cases destroyed, resulting 
in .a hole (cavity) which can be 
seen by X-ray. In other cases the 
infection jjrp'duces dense scar tis- 
sue,. .

;'Constant "movement of the lungs 
in breathing interferes with healing. 
If the patient goes to bed, this re- 
duces the amount Of lung move- 
ment to a certain extent, but usu- 
ally, it is necessary to splint the 
lung to keep it quiet. This" is done 
by injecting air between the luiVg 
and under surface o f the 
chest 
wall. 


The air which is injected is slow- 


ly absorbed so that the injection 
must be repeated. If adhesions are 
present between the lung and chest 
wall they may be divided to allow 
the lung to collapse. After the lung 
has been kept quiet for some time, 
it is allowed to expand. 


Operation Possible 
If tuberculosis infection is locat- 
ed mainly in one lung and if air 
injections are not successful, an op- 
eration can be performed. A sec- 
tion of the chest wall is removed 
under anesthesia so that the chest 
cavity is permanently reduced in 
size. Patients do not have any dif- 
ficulty with breathing as the oppo-

Rest treatment should bo started 


as soon as tuberculosis of the lung 
is discovered. Although streptom- 
ycin is of value in certain forms of 
tuberculosis, the best results in the 
average patient follow rest treat- 
ment. 


When tuberculosis germs are in- 


haled, into the lungs of susceptible 
persons, they lodge in the tissue 
and start to multiply. Surrounding 
lung tissue becomes inflamed and 
in some cases destroyed, resulting 
in .a hole (cavity) which can be 
seen by X-ray. In other cases the 
infection jjrp'duces dense scar tis- 
sue,. .

;'Constant "movement of the lungs 
in breathing interferes with healing. 
If the patient goes to bed, this re- 
duces the amount Of lung move- 
ment to a certain extent, but usu- 
ally, it is necessary to splint the 
lung to keep it quiet. This" is done 
by injecting air between the luiVg 
and under surface o f the 
chest 
wall. 


The air which is injected is slow- 


ly absorbed so that the injection 
must be repeated. If adhesions are 
present between the lung and chest 
wall they may be divided to allow 
the lung to collapse. After the lung 
has been kept quiet for some time, 
it is allowed to expand. 


Operation Possible 
If tuberculosis infection is locat- 
ed mainly in one lung and if air 
injections are not successful, an op- 
eration can be performed. A sec- 
tion of the chest wall is removed 
under anesthesia so that the chest 
cavity is permanently reduced in 
size. Patients do not have any dif- 
ficulty with breathing as the oppo-

But the clock turns back three 
centuries in the brief ride from ma-
